Search Continues 
For Victims Of

MIAMI, June 7.—(INS)—Coast 
guard and navy planes and a lone 
surface vessel resumed searching 
today for 19 passengers still miss­ 
ing in the crash of a C-46 airliner 
in shark-infested waters 300 miles 
off Florida. 
Thirty-seven 
survivors of the 
tragic flight steamed slowly to­ 
ward Charleston, S. C., on the 
navy destroyer Saufley which pick­ 
ed them from the sea hours after 
the non-scheduled plane ditched 
in the dark Atlantic with 65 per­ 
sons aboard. 
The Saufley 
also carries 
six 
bodies—five found floating in the 
ocean and the sixth that of Pedro 
Gugman, who died of shark bites 
soon after he was picked up early 
yesterday.

taken aboard the m erchant ship 
Cape Ann and then buried at sea. 
Hope Dwindles For 19 
Hope dwindled for the missing 
19 when the Saufley radioed: 
“Captain doubts whether any re­ 
maining survivors in life belts."

migratory laborers and the three- 
man American crew of the twin- 
engine plane—w eie spotted in life 
rafts early yesterday. The aircraft 
carried seven 10-man rafts and 
more than 60 “Mae West” life pre­ 
servers.

A new type of refugee is being created by the cold war, 
and the United States has not succeeded in working out a 
method to cope with the problem. It appears in its most acute 
fprm in Western Germany, where the number of persons de­ 
serting the Soviet zone is variously estimated at from 5,000 to 
&0,000 a month. 
This movement is a sharp commentary on Soviet rule. But 
Hs effects may boomerang. 
The trouble is that these refugees come looking for work. 
Jpost of them do not find‘it in Western Germany, where unem­ 
ployment is widespread. Some of them decide that slavery 
plus three meals a day is better than freedom to starve. They 
¿o back to the Soviet zone, bitter and disillusioned, to tell their 
oompatriots that communism is a lesser evil. 
! 
Unemployment can be the Achilles heel of democratic 
capitalism. There is plenty of work to be done in Germany to 
restore a nation wrecked by war. The dilemma of the west is 
to provide both freedom and jobs. 
! 
The French plan for meshing the coal and steel produc­ 
tion of France and Germany may help to alleviate the problem. 
One major reason for unemployment in W estern Germany has 
been a disorganized economic system. The French proposal 
geems a logical attack on that bottleneck. 
It does not make sense for the United States to pour 
money into Germany to give the Germans things they could 
produce themselves. It is not to the advantage of the occupa­ 
tion forces, nor to theirs, to let them go jobless in large num­ 
bers. With Russia sneering at America across the frontier di­ 
viding Germany, the sooner this anomaly is ended the better.

BREAK FOR THE 'KP' DETAIL 
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SOFT COAL INDUSTRY 
John L. Lewis isn’t the only thing wrong with the soft coal 
industry. His tactic and tantrum s are not only a cause of its 
troubles, but an effect. More im portant than John L. himself, 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics reveals, is a long-range decline 
in demand for soft coal. It cannot be overlooked that the 
period parallels that of Lewis’ domination of the coal industry. 
This decline set in in 1923 and continued until the war 
caused demand to zoom and brought the labor force of the in­ 
dustry to a record high of 435,000 men in 1945. Since then, 
39,000 have left the industry and the demand for soft coal, 
despite high peacetime industrial production, has fallen off by 
25 per cent. 
At present, it is estimated, the remaining soft coal miners 
could produce in less than seven moths as much as the United 
States used last year. The present labor force in the industry 
could be reduced from 396,000 to 230,000 and still produce as 
much coal as in 1949. 
Lack of full employment may explain why there is so 
little resistance to strike calls, overt or concealed. The men 
presumably figure that they may as well spend some of the 
days they would not work anyway in striking for still higher 
wages, pensions, etc. 
The fact is that a labor force is a unionized industry al­ 
most twice as large as is necessary is bad for ail concerned. 
Because in an organized industry there cannot be a reduction 
in wages, with resultant lower prices for its product, it is im­ 
possible to create increased demand. There ought to be a way 
to protect the public from the spiraling effects of continual 
coal strikes.

easier 
material. 
It 
should not be infantile material. 
He 
must 
feel 
worthy 
and

ashamed. 
The wise tutor helps him save 
his face, since no other children 
or adults will be present. Often, 
too. the tutor can read some harder 
m aterials with the student and 
help him turn each paragraph into 
a few sentences of his own words.

In the view of responsible pol­ 
icy-makers. the Russians would at 
the outset refuse to send repre­ 
sentatives to a special session of 
the U. N. General Assembly.

Then

More Important Reason 
But an 
even more im portant 
reason for official distrust of any 
move to talk disarm am ent and 
peace around the conference table 
concerns public opinion here at 
home. Americans have a deepseat- 
ed belief that no controversy is 
stubborn that it eventually can­ 
not be talked out. This goes coun­ 
te r to the State D epartm ent view 
that dealing with the Russians is 
possible only when the relative 
military strength of the two sides 
is more nearly equal. 
The present, in the view of the 
State Department, must be used 
by the West to catch up 
or at 
least partly catch up. with Soviet 
rearm am ent of the past five years. 
Disarmament 
now.

equally matched and carefully in­ 
spected basis, can only mean great­ 
er weakness for the West in re­ 
lation to Communism.

caused considerable joy the other day when he delivered a ringing 
speech in frv’or of an Atlantic Union—not to be confused with the 
Atlantic Pact. 
Some of the joy rose from Gillette s own 
for he had found a welcome escape from a fam iliar dilemma. 
Like 
many an earnest patriot in these troublesome times, Gillette naa 
honest doubts about the Achefon foreign policy and honest reluct­ 
ance to play the obstructionist. 
Other patriots in Gillette s pre­ 
dicament could find comfort and counsel in his speech which de­ 
served wider attention than it received. 
Last year Gillette found himself in the position where he had 
to g h e a yes-or-no vote on Secretary Achcson’s Atlantic Pact, the 
keystone ol 
our current 
European 
policy. 
To 
Gillette, 
a* 
to 
other Senator* who like to do their own thinking, the Pact was 
something of a swindle. 
Although the fast-talking Secretary 
sented it as a regional agreem ent in full accord with the United 
Nation’s Charter, anyone who read the treaty could see that it was 
a powei politics play at variance with the spirit and purpose of tho 
charter. 
"I for one,” said Gillette in his address, "was unable to 
reconcile the Pact with the principle* to which ir.y country had 
subscribed. . . . I therefore opposed the Pact a* a backward step 
and a* a military alliance which could not, by any twisting of mean­ 
ing. be considered a reinforcem ent of the UN.” 
“Opposed” The Pact 
He “opposed” the Pact, but he also voted for It. 
Why. 
Sim­ 
ply because Acheson, for better or worse, had already made prom­ 
ises and commitments to the European partners. 
This ha* been th# 
practice in foreign affairs for some years now. and the Senate has 
never failed 
to 
rubber-«tamp 
the 
State 
D epartm ents 
bargains. 
So G illette voted with the majority, although "1 have rarely if ever 
cast a vote with greater reluctance, greater hesitation or greater 
regret.” 
But as penance for this unavoidable breach of judgm ent and 
conscience, Gillette became an active worker for the Atlantic Union 
—again, not to be confused with the Pact. 
Atlantic Union or Atlantic 
Federation is a movement to bring the free nations of the Atlantic 
community into a political federation. Sen. Estes Kefauver (D., Tenn.' 
has a resolution for that purpose before the upper house. 
Not long 
ago Gillette was an outspoken opponent of an Atlantic Union, but 
he's a changed man now . 
He said: 
“I found in the resolution by Sen Kefauver an instrum ent where­ 
by the American people might succeed in implementing the Pact 
bv some other means than shipping weapons to foreign nations. 
, . . The negative and retrogressive military emphasis might be 
equalized, even overbalanced, by the social, political, juridical^ and 
spiritual emphasis of a union of people in a federal structure. 
Significant Speech 
Significantly, G illette’s speech came just 24 hours after Aclie- 
son’s address to members of Congress on his European mission. 
Acheson. as always, was forceful, plausible and adamant. 
He called 
for an arms bill to back up the Pact, but he coldly declined to answer 
questions on the Atlantic Union. 
There is little doubt that the 
Secretary will get what he wants from Congress. 
The Pact, regard­ 
less of how it wax put across to the Senate, has the merit of help­ 
ing to unify Europe. 
Even Gillette will find it difficult to vote 
against th e ’ supplem entary arms bill—which ia already a promis# 
to Europe. 
But the Atlantic Union is a far greater idea than anything Ache­ 
son hav yet offered. 
Perhaps we are not ready for it yet. 
Its basic 
ideas are startling—to blend our government into a super-government, 
to oool our resources with foreign economies, to merge our citizen­ 
ship into a larger fraternity 
Every half-thinker in the country at once cries out that this 
would be hoisting another flag above the Stars and Stripes. 
Super­ 
ficially. that is true. 
There must have been Virginians who warned 
George W ashington not to raise any banner above the proud flag of 
Virginia 
too. 
But as Gillette pointed out. citing a N .Y. Time* 
article by Anne O’Hare McCormick, the time is here for discovering 
the lost continent of Atlantis—the seat of a union even bigger, 
fr*er more unconquerable than our own.

Britons Revive 
Blimp Travel 


LONDON—(INS*—Dirigible tra ­ 
vel will be revived in Britain next 
year after a lapse of 20 years. 
A veteran aeronaut, 52-year-old 
Lord Ventry, with eight other en­ 
thusiasts. has formed a prívate air­ 
ship club aimed at building a 
fleet of small 75-horsepower air­ 
ships capable of carrying three 
crew- and two passengers. 
Lord Ventry is personally help­ 
ing to build the first of these non- 
rigid dirigibles at a private work­ 
shop in Bournemouth. Hampshire 
It will be the first dirigible built 
in England since 1930. 
Expected to reach a speed of 40 
knots, the dirigible will carry a 15- 
foot car underneath. Ventry hopes 
to have it completed in time for 
the 1951 Festival of Britain.

The dirigible will have a capacity 
of 45.000 cubic feet, be 108 feet 
long with a diam eter of 27 feet. 
It will be powered by a 75-horse- 
powcr 
British 
Salmson 
engine 
driving a push propeller. 
Ventry has been interested in 
dirigibles for over 30 years and 
believes in the safety of this type 
of travel. No paying passengers he 
argues, have been injured in a 
non-rigid type since it was pro­ 
duced by the Germans in 1909 
He has received scores of appli­ 
c a tio n s for membership of the club 
and groups are to be formed all 
over the country. 
When a group is competent to 
handle a dirigible — instructions! 
are to be given by films—they will j 
he able to borrow one from the 
club. 
The Air M inistry and Civil Avia- ' 
tion Ministry are interested in the 
venture and have contributed the 
cost of building 
Dirigible building ceased in Bri­ 
tain after the British giant airship 
R101 crashed into a hillside at 
Beauvais, France, In 1930, with 
great loss of life.

Drive Starts 


Ready For Attack 
On Japanese Beetles 


HARRISBURG. June 7.—As the 
first step in its 1950 campaign 
against the Japanese beetle the 
State Department of Agriculture 
has collected a large number of 
beetle parasites to start new col­ 
onies In areas of heavy beetle in­ 
festation. 
A colony of the parasites, known 
as tiphia wasps, was established 
on the Department’s experimental 
farm near here in 1934. 
It was 
large enough last year for the Bu­ 
reau of Plant Industry to collect 
more 
than 
2000 
mated 
female 
wasps to start 15 new colonies in 
various parts of the state. 
Destruction of Jap beetles by fe 
male tiphia wasps is swift and 
sure, according to Dr. Thomas L. 
Guyton, bureau director. 
When 
they are ready to deposit eggs they 
burrow 
into the ground 
where 
young and tender beetle grubs are 
now feeding on roots, getting ready 
to emerge in late June or early 
July. 
The little wasp—about half an 
Inch in length—will lay between 
200 and 400 eggs, one at a time, 
each egg being deposited on a dif­ 
ferent Jap beetle grub. 
She puts 
the egg on the soft underside of 
the beetle grub, usually under a 
front leg where it cannot be dis­ 
lodged. The wasp egg hatches into 
a grub which devours the beetle 
grub. 
Result: one wasp knocks 
out about 300 Jap beetles: 300 more 
wasps come out next May, each ac­ 
counting for another 200 to 400 
beetl' grubs, and so on. year after 
year, until the supply of beetle 
grubs gives out and the wasps 
perish for lack of food. 
It takes about 150 female wasps 
to start a new colony. This year 
they will be placed where they will 
do the most good—in heavily in­ 
fested beetle areas mostly in west­ 
ern parts of the state. 
In recent 
years colonies have been built up 
in western and southeastern Penn­ 
sylvania. one on the Gettysburg 
battle field growing larger each 
year.

The calendar calls for summer to 
arrive with the solstice about June 
21, when the sun "stands still”, 
but the countryman knows that al­ 
ready there is not a spot on hill­ 
side or in lowland that does not 
glow with the fact of summer’s ar­ 
rival.

olized the market, but now the lo­ 
custs have stolen the airways. 
Follow Winding Rldxr 
We drove through the high coun­ 
try. following a winding ridge road 
which led ever onward. Far below 
the dark shadows of racing cloud­ 
lets hustled across meadows and 
dooryards. 
Redwings hung in the 
breeze with flaming chips on their 
shoulders, eager to pick a fight 
with any passing crow or hawk. 
As usual the poison ivy crop out­ 
look is excellent. 
In fact from all 
wayside appearances we are due 
for a bumper harvest of ivy itch. 
Blackberry canes stand in their 
thickets starring with blossoms of 
purest white. 
The yellow hawk 
weed is again on a blossoming 
campaign, 
plotting 
already 
its 
widespread seed dispersal with an 
eye on new fields to conquer 
Finally we came to an ending of 
ihe ridge and dropped down Into a 
wide valley which houses a size­ 
able stream. 
A pileated wood­ 
pecker complained noisily as we 
invaded his wild valley. After this 
one outburst 1 heard nothing more 
from him 
The little violet wood- 
sorrel shared a rocky bank by the 
roadside 
with 
several 
glowing 
clumps of scarlet Indian pink, and 
monseed trailed its attractive vine 
across a windfallen sapling 
The creek was in full throated 
song, freighting off the overload 
from the heavy rains. As I mosey­ 
ed along the bank a muskrat drove 
a rippling wedge across a deep 
pool ahead 
He came out on my 
side but when I arrived at the spot 
dove hurriedly and disappeared 
beneath the flood. 
A tanager sang from his cool 
retreat high up in the big tim ber

Expect Ban 
To Be Lifted 


State Tax Collection 
Records Ban To End 


HARRISBURG, June 7.—GNS) 
—Some time thlg week. Governor 
Duff is expected to life the ban 
imposed by budget secretary Ed­ 
ward B. Logan on state tax collec­ 
tions. 
For reasons known only to 
Logan and Duff, these public rec­ 
ords were refused newsmen desir­ 
ing to report a breakdown of the 
overall tax collection figure con­ 
tained in the governor’s statement 
on the commonwealth’s financial 
situation at the close of the first 
year of the 1949-51 biennium. Lo 
gan said on June 1 he could not 
make the tax figures available un­ 
til he talked with the governor. 
Later that day the governor said 
he would turn them over after he 
studied them. 
Nothing was done 
at the beginning of a new week. 
There have been reports that bud­ 
get officials were hard put to keep 
the deficit at the end of the first 
year to a mere $361,054 while pre­ 
dicting on end of biennium sur­ 
plus. 
For one thing, on the last 
day of the biennium about one 
hour before the close of official 
business, there was a book trans­ 
fer of more than seven million 
dollars from the liquor stores fund 
into the general fund. 
The gov­ 
ernor’s tax breakdown may clarify 
the financial picture. 


The Republican state committee 
reorganizes June 10 at Philadel­ 
phia and five-time chairman M. 
Harvey Taylor is looking for an­ 
other hitch in the job. 
Taylor, a 
spearhead in the Duff-Fine move­ 
ment, lost his county and ward In 
the primary election to Kunkel 
and Cooke, but appears to have the 
tentative blessing of Duff. 
Look­ 
ing on from the sidelines and wait­ 
ing to make their bid are Duff- 
Fine state chairman William J. 
Hamilton and state senate secre­ 
tary J. Harold Watkins who was 
secretary of the Duff-Fine organi­ 
zation. 
As happened several days 
ago. 
however, when the smoke 
clears in Philadelphia. t>he gonfa­ 
lon of victory probably will fly 
from the Taylor camp. 


In the Democratic camp. Mau­ 
rice D. Splain, Jr., from Oil City, 
is to be elected to a full term as 
state chairman when the Demo­ 
cratic state committee meets at 
Harrisburg June 13. 
Splain was 
chosen by the executive committee 
tq fill out the unexpired term of 
Philip Mathews. 
Splain is an ex­ 
ecutive assistant to U. S. Sen. 
Francis J. Myers who is shooting 
for his second term with the help 
of 
Democratic 
bigwigs. 
Myers 
must defeat Republican Governor 
Duff November 7 If he is to go 
back to Washington. 
Democrats 
slated their summer reorganization 
meeting with an eye on the meet­ 
ing of the Pennsylvania Federation 
of Labor’s executive council (AFL) 
at 
Harrisburg June 
14. 
State­ 
wide candidates will remain at 
Harrisburg after the reorganiza­ 
tion meeting to woo support in 
the council. 
If any statewide en­ 
dorsements are to be made, in all 
likelihood they will favor the Dem­ 
ocratic statewide ticket. 


There are reports on Capitol 
Hill that one or two well-salaried 
ex-navy officers hired by the de­ 


partment of forests and waters 
soon must 
walk the plank for 
meddling in the Republican pri­ 
mary and supporting the losing 
Kunkel-Cooke ticket.

Expect Ban 
To Be Lifted 


State Tax Collection 
Records Ban To End 


HARRISBURG, June 7.—(INS) 
—Some time this week. Governor 
Duff Is expected to life the ban 
imposed by budget secretary Ed 
ward B. Logan on state tax collec­ 
tions. 
For reasons known only to 
Logan and Duff, these public rec­ 
ords were refused newsmen desir­ 
ing to report a breakdown of the 
overall tax collection figure con­ 
tained in the governor’s statement 
on the commonwealth’s financial 
situation at the close of the first 
year of the 1949-51 biennium. Lo­ 
gan said on June 1 he could not 
make the tax figures available un­ 
til he talked with the governor. 
Later that day the governor said 
he would turn them over after he 
studied them. 
Nothing was done 
at the beginning of a new week. 
There have been reports that bud­ 
get officials were hard put to keep 
the deficit at the end of the first 
year to a mere $361,054 while pre­ 
dicting on end of biennium sur­ 
plus. 
For one thing, on the last 
day of the biennium about one 
hour before the close of official 
business, there was a book trans­ 
fer of more than seven million 
dollars from the liquor stores fund 
into the general fund. 
The gov­ 
ernor’s tax breakdown may clarify 
the financial picture. 


The Republican state committee 
reorganizes June 10 at Philadel­ 
phia and five-time chairman M. 
Harvey Taylor is looking for an­ 
other hitch in the job. 
Taylor, a 
spearhead in the Duff-Fine move­ 
ment, lost his county and ward in 
the primary election to Kunkel 
and Cooke, but appears to have the 
tentative blessing of Duff. 
Look­ 
ing on from the sidelines and wait­ 
ing to make their bid are Duff- 
Fine state chairman William J. 
Hamilton and state senate secre­ 
tary J. Harold Watkins who was 
secretary of the Duff-Fine organi­ 
zation. 
As happened several days 
ago. however, when the smoke 
clears in Philadelphia. Hie gonfa­ 
lon of victory probably will fly 
from the Taylor camp. 


In the Democratic camp, Mau­ 
rice D. Splain, Jr., from Oil City, 
is to be elected to a full term as 
state chairman when the Demo­ 
cratic state committee meets at 
Harrisburg June 13. 
Splain was 
chosen by the executive committee 
to fill out the unexpired term of 
Philip Mathews. 
Splain is an ex­ 
ecutive assistant to U. S. Sen. 
Francis J. Myers who is shooting 
for his second term with the help 
of 
Democratic 
bigwigs. 
Myers 
must defeat Republican Governor 
Duff November 7 if he is to go 
back to Washington. 
Democrats 
slated their summer reorganization 
meeting with an eye on the meet­ 
ing of the Pennsylvania Federation 
of Labor’s executive council (AFL) 
at Harrisburg June 14. 
State­ 
wide candidates will remain at 
Harrisburg after the reorganiza­ 
tion meeting to woo support in 
the council. 
If any statewide en­ 
dorsements are to be made, in all 
likelihood they will favor the Dem­ 
ocratic statewide ticket.
